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Many  Financial  Problems 
in  Israel  and  Ottawa 


The  Jewish  Agency  for 
Israel  Budget  requires  502 
million  dollars  to  operate  in 
1976-77,  a whopping  90 
million  dollars  short  of 
minimal  needs.  Sub- 
sequently,  this  figure  had  to 
be  reduced  to  420  million 
dollars  because  of  the  drop 
in  UJA  funds  from  abroad. 

These  funds  are  for  social 
development  only . 

Termed  a Budget  of 
Desperation,  the  Jewish 
Agency  Program  cutbacks 
reflect  not  only  the  world- 
wide economic  situation, 
but  focus  on  the  extremely 
critical  and  difficult 
economic  problems  in 


I s rael 

These  problems  include 
enormous  defense  ex- 
penditures which  account 
for  30  to  40  per  cent  of  the 
annual  budget;  spiralling 
inflation  which  increased 
prices  by  30  per  cent  in  1975 
alone;  a GNP  which  has 
been  stagnant  since  the 
Yom  Kippur  War,  and  an 
unfavourable  trade  balance 
which  has  led  to  crippling 
debt  because  Israel  must 
borrow  from  the  world 
market  to  support  its  vast 
import  requirements. 

Almost  18  per  cent  of 
Israel’s  1976  budget,  1.3 
billion  dollars,  is  ear-

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marked  to  pay  those  debts. 
The  current  debt  exceeds 
$2,700  per  capita,  the 

world’s  highest  ratio. 

In  an  attempt  to  meet 
these  economic  problems, 
Israel  has  devalued  its 
currency  12  times  since  the 
Yom  Kippur  War.  It  has 

increased  taxation  and 

reduced  purchasing  power. 
For  the  first  time  since 
statehood,  Israel  has 

reduced  its  defence  budget 
and  has  cut  back  in  former 
untouchable  areas,  in- 
cluding education. 

The  Jewish  Agency 
Program  is  solely  con- 
cerned with  social 
development — health, 
welfare,  education,  im- 
migration, immigrants 
housing  and  absorption, 
youth  care  and  training, 
institutes  of  higher  learning 
and  agricultural  set- 
tlement. 

But  even  here,  the  budget 
pruning  has  been  painful.  A 
staggering  41.1  million 
dollars  has  been  slashed 
from  the  immigration, 
absorption  and  housing 
budget.  There  has  been  a 1.7 
million  dollar  reduction  in 
the  funds  allocated  to 
education.  Over  eight 
million  dollars  has  been  cut 


from  the  budget  for  in- 
stitutes of  higher  learning; 
health  services  are  down 
over  three  and  a half 
million  and  agricultural 
settlement  over  four 
million. 

While  the  increases 
allotted  to  social  welfare 
services  and  youth  care  and 


training  appear  positive, 
they  reflect  only  rising 
costs.  No  new  projects  will 
be  started. 

The  Jewish  Agency  is 
partially  funded  by  the  UJA 
Federation  Campaigns 
around  the  world,  including 
Ottawa’s  United  Jewish  Ap- 
peal.

The  1977  campaign  ob- 
jective for  the  United 
Jewish  Appeal  of  Ottawa  is 
2.4  million  dollars,  an  in- 
crease of  nearly  20  per  cent 
over  the  1976  returns. 

The  increase  reflects  the 
more  than  200  thousand 
dollar  deficit  from  last 
year,  and  the  failure  of  the 
Appeal  to  meet  its  yearly 
objectives  since  1973. 

The  yearly  shortfalls 
have  resulted  in  a reduction 
of  funds  and  services  to 
total  Jewish  needs;  to 
Israel  and  world-wide 
Jewish  relief,  to  national 


Jewish  agencies  in  Canada 
and  to  the  Jewish  Com- 
munity in  Ottawa. 

Figures  indicate  that  ten 
per  cent  of  the  donors  to  the 
Appeal  provide  90  per  cent 
of  the  funds.  Yet  that  ten 
per  cent  does  not  represent 
one  tenth  of  Ottawa’s 
twenty-three  hundred 
Jewish  families,  but  only 
ten  per  cent  of  those  who 
pledge. 

Adding  to  the  financial 
problem  is  the  high  rate  of 
inflation  which  requires  an 
eight  to  ten  per  cent  yearly 
increase  just  to  maintain

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existing  services. 

Local  community  ser- 
vices account  for  30  per  cent 
of  the  budget,  over  half  of 
which  is  earmarked  for 
Jewish  education,  which  is 
essential  to  ensure  the 
survival  of  Judaism 
through  the  generations. 

These  funds  are  allocated 
to  the  Ottawa  Talmud 
Torah,  Hillel  Academy  and 
the  Afternoon  School,  the 
Ottawa  Modern  Jewish 
School,  Temple,  Israel 
Religious  School  and  the 
Jewish  presence  on  univer- 
sity campus. 

The  spirit  of  the  com- 
munity is  centralized  in  the 
Jewish  Community  Centre 
which  is  allocated  ten  per 
cent  of  the  local  budget. 
From  this  25  year  old 
building  springs  the  in- 
formal education,  cultural, 
social,  recreational,  health 
and  physical  education 
programs  available  to 
every  Jew  in  the  com- 
munity. 

The  wide  ranging  local 
Jewish  Community 
programs  provide  support 
for  the  aged,  for  summer 
camps,  for  Soviet 
Immigration  Aid  and  for  a 


newly  introduced  Social 
Services  Pilot  Program.  In 
addition,  the  many  and 
varied  committees  and 
affiliated  organizations 
provide  ample  op- 
portunities to  enrich  the 
Jewish  identity  in  the 
community. 

Overseeing  the  entire 
community  services  pro- 
gram is  the  Ottawa  Vaad 
Ha’Ir  (Jewish  Community 
Council)  which  co-ordinates 
the  entire  operation  to 
ensure  the  smooth  and  ef- 
ficient functioning  of  the 
Jewish  Community. 


On  the  national  scene  the 
Ottawa  Jewish  financial 
responsibilities  are  directed 
chiefly  to  the  United  Jewish 
Relief  Agencies  of  Canada 
and  the  Canadian  Jewish 
Congress,  which  accounts 
for  almost  five  per  cent  of 
the  budget. 

Other  national  funds  go  to 
Jewish  Immigrant  Aid 
Services,  Canadian  Jewish 
Musuem  and  Archives,  the 
Ancient  Hebrew 

Manuscript  Microfilm  Fund 
and  the  Canada-Israel 
Foundation  for  Academic 
Exchanges.

This  was  the  third  annual  mission  of 
U I A Women's  Division  and  I was  on  the 
plane  from  Mirabel  for  the  second  year  m 
a row.  Why  did  I return  so  quickly? 
Because  I’m  convinced  that  Israel  is 
where  I belong.  1 hope  some  day  to  make 
Aliyah,  so  there  can  never  be  too  many 
visits  for  me. 

There  were  twenty-one  of  us,  19  from 
across  Canada  and  two  from  the  U.S.  and 
we  were  a great  mix  from  the  beginning. 

On  arrival,  we  went  directly  to  Jerusalem, 
which  was  our  base  for  the  entire  trip. 
After  a briefing  by  Keren  Hayesod  of- 
ficials, we  went  to  Yad  Vashem  where, 
instead  of  the  usual  tour,  we  were  given  an 
intensive  session  on  the  work  of  Yad 
Vashem,  with  heavy  emphasis  on  the  task 
of  tracing  family  members  for  survivors  of 
the  Holocaust. 

We  met  with  Esther  Herlitz,  M.K.  for 
lunch  at  the  Knesset  and  she  gave  us  a 
members’  eye-view  of  their  parliamentary 
procedures  as  well  as  speaking  about  the 
upcoming  elections. 

An  unexpected  highlight  was  meeting 
Colonel  Paul  Laster  of  the  Israeli  Army 
who  gave  up  a law  career  to  emigrate  from 
Virginia  7 years  ago.  While  in  the  army,  he 
realized  that  because  Israelis  were  con- 
centrating so  heavily  on  survival  as  a 
state;  knowledge  and  continuation  of 
Jewish  culture  and  religion  were  fading. 
He  began  a programme  which  made 
compulsory  the  attendance  of  enlisted  men 
and  junior  officers  for  an  annual  two-week 
course  on  these  vital  matters.  It  was  an 
instant  success,  so  much  so  that  civilians 
attend  voluntarily  and  Senior  officers  will 
also  soon  be  taking  part. 

Another  stand-out  event  was  meeting 
Nina  Katzir.  She  has  instituted  a volunteer 
programme  for  the  education  of  Israeli 
and  Arab  children  and,  together  with 
wives  of  foreign  diplomats,  is  pouring  all 
her  boundless  energy  into  making  it  a 
success. 

Lunch  with  Teddy  Kolleck,  Mayor  of 
Jerusalem  was  a great  experience.  He  told 
us  that  the  greatest  number  of  immigrants 
- Jewish  and  Non-Jewish  - settle  in 
Jerusalem.  He  also  said  that  the  crime 
rate  in  Jerusalem  has  dramatically 
decreased  in  the  last  few  years,  partly  due 
to  the  fact  that  young  people  are  taking 
active  parts  in  the  many  and  varied  city 
projects,  and  using  the  many  community 
centres,  Jewish,  Arabic  and  Christian.  Mr. 
Kolleck  spoke  of  the  two  green  belts  now  in 
the  planning  stages;  one  that  will  outline 
the  Old  City  and  the  other  to  circle 


Jerusalem  proper.  He  emphasized  that  he 
is  the  Mayor  of  Jerusalem  - not  just  a 
“Jewish  Mayor”  and  is  working  on  behalt 
of  all  religious  groups  within  the  city. 

At  the  Good  Fence,  we  saw  a heavy  and 
steady  stream  of  traffic  with  many 
Lebanese  Christian  military  personnel 
visiting  their  families  who  were  un- 
dergoing medical  treatment.  There  was  an 
enormous  number  of  very  ill  children  and 
we  were  deeply  moved  to  see  them  getting 
the  aid  they  so  desperately  needed. 

On  an  army  base  “somewhere  in 
Israel”,  we  were  greeted  by  the  sight  of 
women  volunteers,  mostly  middle  aged, 
who  are  working  through  a programme 
which  entails  serving  a two-week  tour  of 
duty  each  year.  These  women  pack  sup- 
plies for  the  front,  fold  parachutes,  mend 
army  equipment  and  perform  many  other 
tasks  at  army  bases  throughout  the 
country. 

We  had  a grim  reminder  of  the  constant 
ready-for-war  attitude  so  necessary  to  flie 
Israelis  when  we  went  to  Ben  Gurion 
University  in  Beersheva.  There  we  saw  the 
new  underground  hospital,  a mind- 
boggling  building  that  can  function  in  any 
possible  kind  of  warfare.  It  has  three 
power  systems,  a drive-in  system  for 
ambulances,  and  an  alternate  air  system 
as  protection  against  germ  or  gas  warfare. 
Each  bed  is  designed  to  be  its  own  hospital 
and  can  receive  nearly  every  type  of 
medical  equipment,  such  as  X-ray  or 
radiation  units,  E.E.G.  setups  and  so  forth. 
Now  it  is  being  used  as  an  intensive^are 
hospital  where  specialists  in  all  fields  take 
their  final  training. 

On  an  air  base  we  saw  girls  of  eighteen 
and  nineteen  being  trained  with  machine 
guns  with  such  thoroughness  that  they 
were  able  to  put  the  guns  together  and  put 
them  together  with  their  eyes  closed.  I 
watched  them  do  it,  but  still  can  hardly 
believe  it. 


Close  to  the  end  of  our  trip,  we  spent  an 
afternoon  with  Golda  Meir.  She  told  us  that 
she  had  given  her  life  for  Israel  and  all  that 
it  means.  A few  years  ago,  she  had  hoped 
to  retire  and  enjoy  her  last  years  with  her 
family,  but  she  could  not  indulge  herself  in 
that  hope.  “To  establish  and  maintain  the 
State  of  Israel  means  never-ending  work”, 
she  said.  We  in  the  Diaspora,  must 
shoulder  some  of  that  load  financially,  if 
not  bodily.  She  closed  by  paraphrasing 
Hillel,  who  said  of  the  Jewish  population 
“he  who  does  not  increase  - decreases”.  I 
believe  that  this  holds  true  for  all  work  in 
Jewish  communities  throughout  the  world. 


On  March  14,  the  first  National  U.l.A. 
Study  Mission  from  Canada  left  Mirabel 
Airport  on  a one-week  trip  to  Israel. 
Twenty-four  men  represented  the 
leadership  of  U.l.A.  campaigns  in  16 
Jewish  communities  from  Sidney,  N.S.  to 
Vancouver,  B.C.,  with  myself  and  Morris 
Cantor  from  Ottawa. 

Although  most  of  the  members  had 
never  met  before,  we  quickly  became 
“mischpocha”  and  worked  on  an  itinerary 
that  programmed  us  from  dawn  until  deep 
into  the  night.  Some  of  the  highlights  in- 
cluded visits  to  an  army  workshop  - in 
essence  a tank  factory  - an  airforce  base 
and  a naval  base  at  Sharm-el  Sheikh. 
Here,  we  saw  the  Israeli  genius  and 
capability  of  producing,  maintaining  and 
operating  the  expensive  machinery  of 
their  defence  system,  much  of  which  is 
now  being  manufactured  or  modified  in 
Israel.  Seeing  the  intricate  equipment  and 
the  plants  necessary  to  maintain  it,  not  to 
mention  the  man-years  needed  to  operate 
the  Israeli  defence  system,  it’s  easy  to 
understand  why  35  per  cent  of  the  Israel 
Government  budget  is  spent  on  the  defence 
needs  of  the  country. 

We  were  addressed  by  a number  of 
distinguished  Israelis  on  a variety  of  topics 
spanning  the  social,  political  and  economic 
problems  facing  the  country  at  this  time. 
His  excellency  Yigal  Allon,  Deputy  Prime 
Minister  and  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs, 
discussed  the  problems  Israel  faces,  boUi 
with  her  neighbours  and  with  the  new  U.S. 
Administration.  Mr.  AUon  dealt  with 
President  Carter’s  statement  concerning  a 
“homeland  for  the  Palestinians”  and  the 
IsraeU  interpretation,  which  he  expressed 
in  a more  positive  fashion  than  we  ex- 
pected. He  feels,  however,  that  con- 
siderable pressure  wiU  be  brought  upon  his 
government  to  retreat  from  present 
border  positions,  yet  he  assured  us  that  no 
IsraeU  government  wiU  withdraw  from 
what  they  consider  to  be  defensible  bor- 
ders and  that  no  Mid-East  solution  wiU  be 
imposed  upon  Israel  without  its  conc- 
urrence. Mr.  AUon  left  us  with  the 
message  that  World  Jewry  is  the  only  ally 
that  Israel  can  depend  upon  and  that  they 
do  depend  upon  our  support. 

We  visited  the  city  of  Kiryat  Gat,  just 
north  of  the  Gaza  Strip,  where  we  went  to  a 
primary  school  attended  by  chUdren  from 
a variety  of  cultural  backgrounds.  We 
were  treated  to  a special  concert  by  the 
children  and  afterward  to  cakes  and 
cookies  the  children  had  made  for  us.  AU  of 
us  felt  that  here  the  visits  to  the  miUtary 
were  brought  into  proper  perspective,  for 
IsraeU  chUdren  are  what  it’s  aU  about. 


These  children,  and  thousands  like  them, 
have  to  look  forward  to  a life  plagued  by 
the  problems  of  a country  constantly 
harrassed  by  her  Arab  neighbours.  This  is 
why  we  were  in  Israel  and  the  reason  for 
U.l.A.  The  school  we  visited  was  buUt  with 
Canadian  U.l.A.  doUars. 

We  went  to  a large  textUe  and  clothing 
manufacturing  plant  which  employs  some 
3,000  workers.  This  privately  owned  plant 
is  rapidly  expanding  and,  in  1976,  produced 
some  thirty-five  miUion  doUars  worth  of 
exports  for  Israel.  The  plant  demonstrated 
to  us  that  IsraeUs  can  create  a productive 
and  profitable  economy  but  the  problem  of 
defence  dramaticaUy  interferes  with  in- 
dustrial progress. 

Throughout  our  trip,  the  messages  we 
received  speUed  out  the  many  problems 
IsraeUs  face,  of  which  we  in  the  Diaspora 
know  nothing.  There  are  not  only  the 
difficulties  of  defence,  but  the  constant  and 
growing  needs  in  the  industrial,  social  and 
welfare  aspects  of  the  nation.  These  needs 
cannot  be  fully  met  out  of  the  Israeli 
government  budget  and  Israel  looks  to 
World  Jewry  for  relief.  In  1976  the  Israeli 
budget  was  fourteen  billion  dollars.  Two 
billion  came  from  U.S.  grants  and  loans 
leaving  12  billion  to  be  supplied  by  Israel 
and  World  Jewry.  The  Jewish  Agency 
supported  welfare  and  social  services  in 
the  amount  of  four  hundred  million  dollars 
or  3 5 per  cent  of  the  total  budget.  The 
Agency  budget  has  projected  a need  for 
$600  million  to  meet  the  minimum  social 
and  welfare  responsibilities  of  the  Agency. 
Greater  commitment  from  Diaspora 
Jewry  is  needed  to  sustain  a meaningful 
existence  for  the  beleagured  IsraeU  and  to 
provide  help  and  hope  for  the  200,000  Jews 
of  Russia,  who  have  appUed  for  exit 
permits  and  who  some  day  - hopefully  soon 
-will  arrive  on  Israel’s  doorstep. 

The  mission  participants  each  pledged 
their  respective  communities’  continued 
support  for  U.l.A.  and  demonstrated  those 
committments  by  making  their  own  1977 
pledges. 

This  trip  is  one  which  I will  long 
remember.  I met  dynamic  young  men  who 
prove  that  Canadian  Jewry  can  produce 
the  kind  of  leadership  which  will  be  needed 
in  the  years  ahead.  Every  community  has 
its  own  problems,  but  surprisingly,  they 
are  aU  similar.  The  solution  to  these 
problems  is  simply  to  care  as  Jews.  I 
beUeve  that  we  do  and  accordingly,  on 
behalf  of  Ottawa  U.J.A.,  committed  our 
community  to  raise  $2,400,000  in  1977.  It  is 
now  up  to  aU  of  us  to  ask  ourselves  “do  I 
care  enough?”  and  then  to  pledge  our  best 
to  this  year’s  campaign.
